TROOPS CALtED ODT. 

SorlonB fight in 'Wromlns iBetween Cowboy.'; 
and a mierllTs Posse. 

\VASniNf;TOK, April l.'S. — Alarming tele- 
grams were received, last night, from 
Wyoming, roportini,' the ecriou.s fi^ht, 
wliich occiufcd nciir Fort Mclviiiuey, be- 
tween cowboys anil a sherilFs posse, and 
that the posse had been defeated and were 
now surrounded and in danger, of being 
killed. The acting-governor of Wyoming 
received these facts and briefly requested 
t hat the U. S. troops bo sent at once, us 
the disturbera of the peace had grown so 
numerous as to be beyond the control of 
the State ofTicials. Senators Carey and 
Warren at onco called upon Acting Secre- 
tary of War Grant. Gen. Sohofield was 
summoned, and tho party at midnight re- 
paired to the executive mansion anil aroused 
tJio I'resident. After consultation, tiio 
President directed that the necessary troopa 
1)0 sent to tlie scene. (Jen. .Scliofield, at 
1 o'clock tliia morning, sent a telograni to 
Gen. ]5rooltH, conmianiling the depart luent 
of Diikotii, ordering him to semi, troops 
from Fort Mclvinney at lirealc of day liiia 
morning to tlie scene of tlie trouble. Tlie 
atocknien finally surrendered to the U. S, 
troops sent out from Fort MeKinnov.

New YoKK, April 12. — Edmund Yates' 
special cablegram to tho Tribune, from 
London, says : Tho reception at Hyerea of 
the Crimean veterans, by Queen Victoria, 
caused mucli'annoyanco to the French Gov- 
ernment, for every effort haa lately been 
made to bury tho Crimean war in oblivion, 
and the revival ia unwelcome, and regarded 
as peculiarly unseasonable at a time when 
there are disquieting reports of. impending 
reapproachment between Kussia and Ger- 
many. 

The acoouohnient of tho German Em- 
press is expected in June, at the Neue 
Palace, in Potsdam, not in September, as 
stated in the daily papers; The usual 
prayers for her safety have already begun 
in the churches .throughout: Prussia. 

Because Lord Bandolph UhurcUill has let 
tho first part of the session go by without 
speaking, it must not too readily be pre- 
sumed that he will not speak before the end 
of the present parliament. Though he haa 
said nothing publicly, and but little pri- 
vately, he has been thinking a good deal. 
Two subjects in particular have been engag- 
ing his attention ; Army reform and taxa- 
tion. On both of these points he was at 
one time prepared to take up an advanced 
position, liut his prcaenb attitude is one 
of almost entire acquiescence with tho 
heads of the parly which ho onco 
led. Early in the year, there was undoubt- 
edly a proHpeot of hi.'i proving antagonistic. 
Up t6 now he haa been efi'ectually hobbled, 
and when hia attack does cnme it ia far 
more likely to alTeot his opponents ih.ui hia 
colleagues, which could not have been said 
a few weeks ago. Ho is still, however, as 
he always has been, liable to yield to one 
temptation, tliua letting his tuetical genius 
be ovcrruleil by hia love of elFect. If he 
gets a roidly good chance of playing to tho 
gallery, lie will take it, whoever suirers 
thei'tliy. 

By tho irony of fate on tho day that tho 
English papers reached Monte Carlo stating 
that Sir Arthur Sullivan had been ill, but 
was now on tho. highroad to recovery, ho 
passed the worst night he had known and 
was more prostrated and in greater pain 
than ever. There has been some obscurity 
about his unexpectedly -protracted illness. 
For A day or 80 .after the painful crisis, 
which was counted on to give him a long 
spell of, if not permanent, relief,'allBeemeq 
going well and never was a patient in better 
spirits or more inspired with hope. His 
first, nay, hia constant and detrimentally 
absorbing thought througliout has been hia 
work, and lor a brief period it setmed as if 
hia fervent ilcsiro to tiuish it by tho ap- 
pointed date would bo accumplished. Tliim 
came a terrible relapse. Sini.-e then there 
haa been a worao atlacl; of pain. It will 
interest and relieve his countle.'ia frienda to 
know that he has had attending on him his 
attached nephew, us well as faithful, de- 
voted and highly iuttlligent personal aor- 
vanta. 

It is now announced that first-class tor- 
pedo boat.s will, in future, be employed in 
groups of three, with only one lieutenant in 
comnuind of each group, one warrant ollicer 
to bo allowed to each group, and this plan ia 
to bq adopted during tlie coming naval ma- 
neuvres, next summer. The complement of 
engineer officcra allowed to the Phccbo and 
her olusa of veasels, is to bo reduced one- 
half. Theao things escape public notice 
generally, but it is time that \to awaken to 
tho fact that it is no uao building coatly 
and powerful ships, unleaa wo have officers 
and men to work them, which at present 
we most certainly have not.

Hon. Mr. Lauricr was informed by Sir 
John Thompson that tho writs for North 
Perth would be isaued shortly. 

An attempt waa mado to lichten the 
order paper, and soToral unoppoaed motions 
wore diapoaed of, 

Hon. Mr. Mills moved for a report relat- 
ing to tho oflioial visit of the Minister of 
Finance to tho West Indies, also the 
speeches the Minister may havo delivered 
in the West Indies, on trade matters. 

Sir John Thompson facetiou-ily assured 
the hon, member that ho did not think 
there waa over any such report, but he wua 
glad that he had asked for ^^r. Foster's 
speeches, which were unusually interesting 
and full of good information. 

A number of private bilh wore read a 
third time, after which tho Houso went 
into Committee of .Supply. 

The remainder of the afternoon, until (i 
o'clock, was taken up discussing the ex- 
penditure on the Kingston Military College. 
There mis a ohoros of laments by Liberal 
members at the cost- to . the country of this 
institution^.but Blon, Mr. Bowell was able 
to shqW 100 out of 170 graduates in tbe 
service of the Imperial Army or of the Gov- 
ernment.'

The general freight agents of tho C.P.B., 
meet hero on Wednesday next, to consult 
as to freight rates at which tho Company 
will take freight for tho Northwest terri- 
tories via Owen Sound, on Monday next, on 
vrhich day all the- boats are expected to be 
running from that port. The Grand Trunk 
also will start accepting freight on Monday 
next.

To take obacrvationa for time and 
latitude, we will establish an astronomical 
atation at Yakitat bay. To obtain correct 
longitude wo will have stations at Tucoma, 
Sitka and Yiikita t. The vesaela are ready 
for sea and only waiting us. Wo havo some 
preparations wliich we hope to complete in 
a day or two. Our work ia in connection 
with the survey of the Canadian and 
United States l)oundary .between British 
Columbia and Alaska. Mr. Turner and 
myself wore engaged upon thac work for 
two years, from July, 1889, to September, 
1891. We completed the interior surveys 
on tho principal rivora. Wo will' take 
magnetic observations and measure a base, 
line from which to triangulate, and will 
determine* the height of- Mount St. Elias by 
vertical angles. 'We will remain there till 
September, and we hope to finish our work 
this season. Then' we will return bore and, 
leaving the vessels, proceed to headquarters 
at 'Washhigtpn. .

Mr. Mara: Every British Columbian will 
agree yrith the propoaition laldj aowa bytho 
Minister of the Interior, that goodtaith ahonld 
bo kept with the Indians. --The Indiana were 
the first possessors of the soil; thervrero on- 
tltled^to tho pick ot the land, and they wore 
(mtiUed tball the lands they could use. They 
dbrlalnl ir did got the flrst cboico, and they got 
all the land they could uso. and more too. 
But tho position now, Is Uiia : If, ng tho hon. 
Mir.lator of tho Interior hn3 atated, Bomo 
rcservos wore nifido vooklesaly, thi\t mistakoa 
In tho allotting wero nindo, sliould thcao mis- 
takes not bo rootilled? If It mii ho shown that 
Bomo Indians received too littlo land, and that 
others got too much, should tho oUotroonta 
not bo equalized by taking from those Who got 

' too much, and Hllovfing that land-to be settled 
by whites, and givinK tho proceods to those 
who got too littlo i Then again, if it can bo 
shown that a band of Indinns havo dooreaaod 
so that tho qu.mtity ot land that thoy havo la 
out of all proijorllon to tlioau now living, 
should the Oovernmont not be in a poaitlon to 
stop in and say : You have more land than 
you can uso, moro land than you can cultivate, 
we must take a jjortiou from you and sell it to 
tho white men. but tho prooeeda shall go to 
you. and you will got tho bonoUt ot it. Now, 
tho vorr case that tho hon. monibor for Uoth- 
well (Mr. JIUIhI hiia cited, Is a very strong 
Uluatration. Hero is a larKO rceorvo 

NKAK Tnil CITY OF VICTORIA 
that could bo sold to-day for aomothing like 
^300.000 or ?iO(),COO, and only three Indians havo 
a vostod right In that valuable plOL-o ot land. 
Thcao throe Indiana can oay whether that piece 
of land, worth 3300,U00 or $100,003, shall remain 
locked up as a roacrvo, or whether it shall bo 
Bold and tho money uacd tor tho honoflt of tho 
Indians. Now, neither tho lion, member for 
Bothwell, nor any other niembor of tho House, 
'Will 'Say that that position is a correct one. 
Surely m a coso of that kind, Lu« Government 
ongbt to havo some power, or If thoy feel that 
It would ho inadviaablc to take that power to 
themsclvea, there should bo a proper court to 
whom it could bo rotonod, to say when au In- 
dian rcaervo should bo sold and how the money 
should be dealt with. Now, with regard to 
tho acreage, I am not disposed to accept as 
quite correet tho flgurea given by tho iMiniator 
of the Intorlor. He knows as well ns I do that 
It li very difllcult for iho ComiulssionerB to aa- 
certain tho exact population ot tho dilTeront 
hands oC Indians when thoy wore allotting the 
xeserro. I know for a fact thaton tho Thomp- 
son rlTBC, as soon aa the Indian Commiaaionor 

• woaldbe-^readyvto-leavo-'iEaniloopa, sovoral 
families would precede him to Shuswap, tho 
same would bo repeated to Siiallumcheen, 
others to Okanngan, thoroforo after having 
participated in the allotment given nt tho tirst 
mentioned places, ami when ho took tho heads 
of tamilles there thoy would bo counted, and 
of course tho acreage would appear very much 
smaller than It really la. Now, my attention 
has boon called to ono particular reaorvo on 
Fraaer river, called 

SE.VUIRD IBLX^D, 

When that reserve was laid out tho Commia- 
aionor, in his report, said ; 

"If thoy have not In six years, from Juno 13, 
187&. aufilciontly uaed thia land, in tho opinion 
of tho Government, tho unuacd portiou is to 
. ceasd to bo Indian land " 

',, Later, in a aubsequont report, ho also refers 
to it, and states : 
"I put the limit of six yeara when tho assign- 

' ' mmt muat be reconsidered." 

Kow{lbave here an alBdavit from three 
men' who settled on this land, last year. I may 
state that this Seabird Island compriaoa an 
area of 4,500 acres of good arable land— land 
that is worth, to-day, if put in tho market. .?10 
and ?20 an aero. Theso mon, with a number of 
others, about twenty, squatted on tho land, 
built houses, ond eomraonced clearing, but 
were ordered oir by tho Indian npont and 
policemen. Iloro is a copy of their aiUdavit : 
"British Columbia, . \ 
••To Wit. . / 
"\Vb. W. b. Johnston, T. L. Boatty, and 
George H. Blalr, squatters on Soabird Island, 
make oath and say, as follows : 

"That when we settled on said island (about 
the ilr.-t week in February. 1891), tho only In- 
dians on tho island were Cnomu Indians named 
San, a Squadich Indian named Charlie, and 
two brothers, living together (tribe and name 
unknown te us). Hoaidea these, there wore 
a fow cutting wood for tho Canadian 
Paciflc Railway Company, but not makiug tho 
Island their homo. The Indian Charlie had 
about three acres cleared, but the others had 
nothing but a house built. In several places 
on tho island we found small pieces of land 
whore aomo bush had been cut and a fow 

. potatoes had boon planted among logs and 
stumps. In quite a number otthoae. places the 

gotatoea and other vegetables had not' been 
ikon up, but had been loft to rot aU winter ; 
not moro than live or six acres had at that 
time been cleared by the Indians on the Island. 
After vfo and other aottlera had located on tho 
Island, built houses and started clearing tho 
land, a number ot Indians, principally o( tho 
Chenm tribe, came on and cut some bush, and 
built a cabin or two ; somo ot tho Indians told 
us that tho priests made them go on to Iho 
Island. After^working a week or ho they loft, 
and did not come back till a short time before 
tho visit of tho Indian agent. On '.!Uth April, 
Mr, MoTiornan, Indian agent, camo up with a 
aqu^d of policemen and ordered us off, and 
;Stated that ho had 

OnDEIlS TO EVICT 
ua, and to put Indians in each ot our houses 
then left tho Island under protest, claiming 
that as tho Indiana had no ver occupied Iho 
land, thoy had forfeited their claim, and that 
tho Island was public lands and therefore open 
for aettleraout. 

"Bworn before mo at "\ W. E. .Toiinstone, 
Vancouver, B. C, I T. J. Beatty. 
this eighteenth day f Geo. U. Blaiu. 
of Juno, A.D„ 1891. ) 

Theso mon aro all respectable citizens of 
Vancouver. I merely give this as an illus- 
tration to show that the iudians have neither 
occupied nor cultivated their rescrvoaaa thoy 
agreed to do when thtso reserves wore given to 
them. 

IJaviks (P.K.I.)— 1)003 tho hon. gentle- 
man advocate tho rinhl of those equattura to 
hold on to this land / 

Mr, JIaha— No. I certainly do not, and I 
say that tho Indian Agent acted perfectly right 
in ordering them oil'— ho only did hia duty. Hut 
what I say iathia, thati think tho time hna 
. arrived when tho Government ahould look into 
tho question to seo whether, aa tho Miniater of 
tho Interior admits that mistakea havo boon 
made, it is too into to rectify these mistakes. I 
say that in a case liko this is it not right tlint 
4.500 acres of land should bo lying idle, untillod 
and untouched, a piece ot land capable ot sup- 
porting 15 families, when tho Indians virtually 
refuse lo cultivate it. This is tho position I 
take. I think it Is well worth tho aerloiia con- 
sideration ot the Govcrniuent, and I think, it 
Ihcy do look into cases liko this, and that of 
Victoria, the/ will admit that the time has 
arrived when they should take aomo extra 
powers that they do not now possess, to deal 
-with the Indian reserve (ineitlOD.

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A QUESTION ANSWERED. 

The Westminster Coluttibian asks "Is this 
a free land?" Wo do not know whether or 
' not our contemporary expects an answer to 
its qucbtion. In fuct we wonder why it 
wants information on a subject of which it 
ought to be as certain as it is of its own ex- 
istance. Is there a single Canadian alive 
who has not violated the laws of the land' 
and therefore forfeited \m right to freedom 
who does not know that his country ia as free 
a one as tho sun shines on V Where in tho 
wide world is a country to bo found in which 
the honest law-abiding citizen is as free as 
he is in Canada } \ Tho liberty of the subject 
is not circumscribed in this happy country. 
As lonR as tho Canadian does not. infringe 
on tho riglits of others he can do exactly as 
he pleases. Ho can go where he likes, do 
what he likea, aay what he likes, write what 
he likes, believe what he likes and worship 
OS he likes. Aa long as be refrains from in- 
juring his neighbor be is as free a man as 
lives. He con hold up hia bead anywhere, 
and in any man's presence, knowing that no 
man has power over him or can make him 
afraid. Ho is subject to the laws of the 
land as men in all civilized countries are, 
but those laws ape mild and do not unneces- 
a.^rily restrict bis freedom of action in any 
direction. Yes, this is a free land, we know 
of none freer. 

But there are restrictions to freedom here 
as there are everywhere. Men must respect 
the rights of their neighbors. No man can 
injure his fellow-oitizen in peraon, property 
or reputation without being called to 
account for his ofifence by the law of the 
land. If, as a punishment, his freedom is 
restricted, or ho is deprived of it altogether 
for a time, ho cannot in reason complain 
that his liberty is unnecessarily interfered 
with;;'j '.;'He . can. only expect to be laughed 
at if he tries to inake people believe he is a 
martyr when he is required to make repara- 
tion for an injury he has inflicted on his 
neighbor. It is for tho good of society and 
for his own good that he is forced to make 
reparation. The Columbian should look 
upon this miltter pUloBophieally and from a 
high point of view. lif any one in whom it 
is particularly interested is put to incon- 
venience because he has tried to injure his 
neighbor, it shotild labor to show him that 
us a good citizen he should promptly obey 
the law of the land, and cheerfully submit 
to the authority. &f those' who are entrusted 
with its administration.' Hhe ,Iaw has been 
made to secure to all good citizens the free 
enjoyment of their rights,' and its adminis- 
trators are a terror to evil-doers only. 



THE LATEST REVOLUTION. 

As our readers see by the telegrams, a 
revolution is in progress in Venezuela. It 
resembles in many respects the Chilian 
revolution. The President, Palacio, has dis- 
agreed with his Farliainent. The. represen- 
tatives of tho people interpret the constitu- 
tion in one way and the President in 
another. Neither will yield to the other, 
and the art of compromise is unknown in 
South America. General Crespo is at the 
head of the Parliamentary partyy Ho is a 
rich man, who can keep at his own cost and 
charges a large force in the field. Palacio 
appears to be inclined to play the despot. 
Tho question in dispute between him and 
the Parliamentary party was submitted 
to the highest bench of judges in the Repub- 
lic. Their decision was adverse to Palacio, 
and he, instead of carrying it out, ordered 
the judges to be imprisoned. His command 
was obeyed, and the judges soon found 
themselves behind the bars. A President 
who will commit such a high-hanJed 
act as this can hardly be depended 
upon to carry out the constitution 
fairly and to administer the laws with im- 
partiality. His opponents, therefore, saw 
that their only chance to escape an oppres- 
sive dictatorship, was to appeal to force. 
And this tliey have done. 

Palacio has been supplied with funds to 
carry on the war by the Bank of Caracas, 
which, it IB said, advanced him three quar- 
ters of a million dollars. It should, hoiv- 
ever, bo rememl;ered that during the civil 
war, the reports from Venezuela are not to 
bo depended upon. The President has es- 
tablished a rigid censorship over the press, 
tho telegraphs are completely under bis con- 
trol, and his officials will not, be very scru- 
pulous as to what they do 'in the'Post Office. 

According to rumors which have reached 
tho North, Crespo ought to have becndriven 
out of tlie country, or into hiding in it, 
long ago. But we find that he is still able 
to give an account of himself, and that the 
"insurrection"' is very far from being put 
down. This is exactly how it was in Chili. 
From the. first Bolmaceda had the best of it. 
The '"rebels" were always few in number , 
and they were continually being beaten. 
That they were at hist able to attack Bal- 
mnceda in Valparaiso and put liia army to 
fliglit, if tho telegrams and reports 
contained even a modicum of truth, op. 
peared to outsiders to be almost, if not 
quite miraculous. But the fact was that 
hardly a word of truth was ollowed to leave 
Chili. Telegrams and newspaper reports 
were all cooked to order, and if tho world 



got a glimpse of the true state of things, it 
was in spite of the efiforts of Balmaceda and 
his partisans, to prevent reliable information 
reaching the outside world. The same state 
of things now, no dbiibt, obtains in Vene- 
zuela. Palacio and his ' creatures^ are doinp; 
their best to produce the ; impression that 
the insurrection is a small affair which will 
be soon extinguished. But the fact that it 
ia still active, after tho rebels had been re- 
ported routed, and their leader forced to 
seek safety in flight, proves thatv,''pi?eyiou3 
reports, to put it mildly, were not strictly 
accurate. 

So far, this Venezuelean unpleasantness 
has been strictly confined to Venezuelans. 
No foroit;n nation has yot interfered to 
aid one side or the other. Great Britain 
has been accused of encroaching on the 
territory of the rcpublio, but tho dispute 
about boundaries, though somewhat warm, 
has never yet been serious. It is nioro 
than likely that tho Venezuelans will be 
left to settle their domestic disputes them- 
selves as best they can. 

BETTER LATe'tIIAN NEVER ? 

The Commission sent, by the .United 
States Government, last summer, to Beh- 

ring Sea did not, it appears, do its duty 
satisfactorily, for an agent has, at this late 
date, been sent to tho Pacific Coast, to 
niako further enquiries. It is somewhat 
singular that the United States Gevern- 
ment was not satisfied with the account 
given by its Commissioners. They had 
ample opportunities to make observations 
and lo|ubtaiii inl'oniiatioii. Tlici'o was nothing 
to hinder them getting as much and as re- 
liable evidence as Sir George Baden-Powell 
and Dr. Dawson did. It is clear that the Brit- 
ish Government was satisfied with the re- 
port of its Commissioners. 'It ia said that 
they brought homo with them a great deal 
of very valuable testimony as to tho habits 
of the seals, their numbers and the modes 
of hunting adopted by the pelagio sealers. 
It ia expected that this tsstimony will be 
of the greatest use in aiding the arbitrators 
in devising means for the preservation of 
the seals, if they aro required to do so. 

If wo might venture a surmise, we would 
aay that it is to obtain testimony to neutral- 
ize the evidence contained in the report of 
tho British Commissioners, or to lessen its 
force, that Major Williams has been sent to 
this Coast. If the United States Govern- 
ment could command tho services of such a 
Commissioner, aa we have seen, it would 
have no difficulty in gettifig just such a 
report ao it wanted. A Commissioner with 
one eye and one ear, who wpuld only see 
what he 'wonted to see, and only hear what 
was necessary to confirm 1iim° in his pre- 
conceived opinions, would be just the man 
"to fill tho bill." We wonder if there aro 
many such in Washington. 

TOO SLAOK. 

The feeble action:; of the House of Com- 
mons in a oAse; that' - was lately before it, 
has excited the Viiidignation" both of the 
press and the people.' ' A man named Hood 
gave evidence before a parliamentary com- 
mittee relative to the hours of labor. He 
told the truth, but his evidence was not 
palatable to his employers and they dis- 
charged him in consequence. The matter 
was brougbt.to the notice of tlie House and 
the directors of the railway were summoned 
to appear at its bar. They obeyed the 
summons and made an explanation. One 
of tho members moved that the explanation 
should not be received unless the man was 
reinstated. The amendment was lost and 
the directors were mildly admonished by 
the Speaker,' who said that the House had 
taken a lenient view of their case. Mr. 
Gladstone voted with the majority. Tho 
newspapers, both Conservative and Liberal, 
express their disapproval of tho action of 
tho House of Commons in very strong 
terms. And it is not surprising that they 
did BO, for how can Parliament expect men 
to tell the truth before its committees and 
give them information which they require 
and must get if they wish to arrive at just 
conclusions, if witneases can be punished 
for answering the questions put to them, 
truly. I^is is a case in which the House of 
Commons should exercise its power fear- 
lessly and vigorously for its own benefit 
and for the protection of its witnesses; but 
it allowed itself to bo treated with con- 
tempt by the railway directors who pun- 
ished a poor man for respecting its 
authority. 

ABOUT INTERVIEWING. 

There are many eminent men who dread 

tho newspaper interviewer. They do not 
like to havo their privacy intruded upon, 
and they are, besides, conscious of having 
nothing to say that would be ut all interest- 
ing to the readers of newspapers. They, 
however, are unwilling to treat tho inter- 
viewer with incivility. They try to 
give him the information he asks for, but 
they regard him aa a terrible bore. Mr. 
Rudyard Kipling lakes a common sense 
view of this business of interviewing. Ho 
ia reported in tho San Francisco Examiner 
to hare said to its corr,e8pondent— 

"I never had such trouble in my life as 
in the past few weeks, keepings out' of the 
way of American newspaper .men. They 
are not a bad lot at all, and I would be very 
glad to meet them were it net that my 
time would be entirely taken up with them 
if I wore to submit to every interview they 
asked for. licaidea, what have I to aay to 
them that would be at all interesting ? 
Interviewing on this continent seems to no 
done to death. In tho old country there is 
nothing of the kind to trouble one." 

This was llie whole secret of Mr. Kipling's 
dislike to bo interviewoil. Ho know that 
ho had nothing to say to the interviewer 
that the public would care to know, 
and ho consequently did his best to 
keep out of tho way of newspaper 
men. For this he was blamed by some of 
them, and ucoused of being churlish and 
uncivil, but it seems to us that the course 
lie took was tho proper one, and creditable 



to hint rather than otherwise. It shows 
that he has no desire whatever to obtrude 
bis personality on tho publio. Interviewing 
on this continent has indeed been done to 
death..' -.No one should be interviewed 
against hia will, and no one should submit 
to be interviewed who has not some in- 
formation to impart which ia interesting for 
one cause or another to the publio.

Commander Charles R. Wood, for service 
on the Pacific Station, instead of tho China 
Station. The Daphne was oomniiaaionod at 
Sheerness, on May 2, 1889, for the Pacific 
Station, and orders were given a few months 
ainco for the third-class cruiser Satellite, 8, 
1,'120 tona, 1,400 horse-power, to be refitted 
to relieve her this spring, the Daphne then 
proceeding to Hongkong to recommissinn 
for the China Station. The Satellite, how- 
ever, ia not yet ready for sea, aa, owing to 
the gun accident a few montlis since, ou the 
third-class cruiaer Cordelia, her armament 
of 6-inch brcech-locding guns has been con- 
demned, in accordance with the promise of 
tho First Lord of tho Admiralty that no 
more ships should be sent abroad armed 
with weapons of the same pattern. The 
experiment of sending now crows to tho 
Pacific via tlio Canadian Pacific Railway, 
and recommissioning ships at Esquimalt, 
which was recently tested in tho caao of tho 
Champion and Phoaaant, has proved so suc- 
ccaaful, that tho Admiralty have decided to 
recommission the Daphne and her eiator 
ship Nymphe at Esquimalt, where also tho 
arinored flagship Warspito, 14, 8,400 tons, 
10,000 borso-powor, Captain the Hon. Hcd- 
worth Lambton, will recommission' at tho 
conclusion of her throe years' term of ser- 
vice.

Ottawa, April 4.— CouBidemblo tlmo has 
recently been spont in Commlttco of Supply; 
but that: is all Uiat can really be said. Tho 
House having gone into committee, there it 
Btuok on the one point There yras a long and 
bitter 'vvranglo at yeatordaj's Sossion on tlio 
Bttbjoot o( tho payment to tho clorks of tho 
Interior Dopartraont, who wuro fined by tho 
Qovornmont, last year, for infringing tho Ciril 
Sonfico Act. Sir Richard Curtwright, Mr. 
Mills, Mr. Davlos, Mr. McMuUon, and other 
loading Oppositionists, wore on thoir fcot 
twenty times during yesterday's session, tho 
ruloBof tho House permitting a mombor to 
Bpoalc as long and as often as he lilies, while 
the House is in cemmittee. Sir John Thomp- 
son and Hon. Mr. Dewdney lepellod the Op) 
position attacks. Ther 'pbmted out- that the 
alleged crimes, of whioh the officials of the 
Interior Department had been guilty, dated 
back to tho period when Mr. "i'lulosophor" 
Jlills was hlnisnlf Aliniater of tho Interior, bo 
that ho has littlo juat lllcation to make com- 
plaint. Some of tho olllolals, particularly tlioso 
who wore suapciidcd, woi'O punished tar boyond 
their deserts, and it was with sincere pleasuro 
that many heard tho announcement that Mr. 
BurgoBs was to be rs-instated in his old posi- 
tion as Deputy; Minister.^ ', 

CANADA IN BRITAnr. 

Tho annual report of tho High Commissioner 
iov Canada is replete with information of in- 
toroat to Canadians. It la a perfect onoy- 
olopoidia in miniature portnining to Canadian 
-interests in Great liritaln. Speakine of the 
Immigration question. Sir Chorles Tuppor sayB 
that several clauses have tended to restrict the 
flow of emigrants to Canada. "Statement have 
boon made irom tinio to tiino in tho Canadian 
papers that tho farms In the older provinces 
nro heavily mortga^'od, without tho iiuallfl- 
cation that tlio condition of tho farniora com' 
rares Tory favorably with that of those in tho 
tJaltcd States in this respect, and that tho far- 
mar in Canada, as a rule, owns his property, 
and mortgages it with a view to tho provision 
of working capital, and that, if he is able to 
pay tho interest on his capital, and to make a 
living, and frequently soinetliing more, 
his position is a fairly satisfactory ono. 
Again, reference is ofton publicly made 
to a largo oxodu3 as taking place 
to the United States, although this 
is known to be exaggerated, and that, in fact 
any movement from Canada is now largely 
counterbalanced by a movement in the other 
direction. Besidea, littlo or no mention is niado 
of the largo iiona Jide emigration reported to 
have taken place from Dakota to Manitoba and 
the Northwest during tho last year. All these 
Bins of commission andoinission in conjunction 
with misleading statonicnta as to the state of 
trade, as to tho dopendeiico of tho country 
upon tho United States, and others, tending to 
belittle Canada in the eyes ott the - world, are 
seized upon with avidity 'by'bu^"coiii°p'otitor8 
Jtgy emlgratipn ?ind made mpBt of," 

Sir Charles pointed out further that intend- 
ing immigrants aro naturally of a very timid 
nature, and that statements of tho kind re- 
ferred to, made with all 



tho 



lished' "broadcast: as they were, greatly tend 
to discourage immigration to tho Dominion. 
He thinks, however, that the bountiful har- 
vest with which Canada was favored, last 
year, and whicli has attrocted world-wide at- 
tention, taken in conjunction with tho favor- 
able reports of tho tenant farmer delegates as 
to tho agricultural resources of Canada, will he 
tho means of directing many intending immi- 
grants to tho shores of tlio Dominion. Sir 
Charles points to tho fact tlint tlio particular 
classes of immigrants for Canada aro becoming 
scarcer every year. Fanners in themselves aro 
a comparatively limited class, and thoie is lit- 
tle tendency on their part to emigrate until 
they are forced to do eo by circumstanceo. As 
to farm laborers there Is a dearth of them in 
the country districts of tho Jlothor Country, 
and farmers all over the United Kingdom.dur- 
ing tho last harvest, were complaining of the 
dimculty of securing labor. Owing to thospread 
of leducation, tho children of the farm la- 
borers now deem to migrate to tho 
towns, and to prefer tho shorter hours 
they have to work there, tlie higher wages 
they aro paid, and the greater o.xcitoinont com- 
pared with tlio monotony of a rural lite. It is 
a general complaint also that thoro is a tond- 
enoy on the part of tho young women, who are 
compelled to work lor a livelihood, to obtain 
'jBinployment which Is not snbjectto thocon- 
-finement and restrictions of a domeatio ser- 
vant's Hfo. and excepting, perhaps, in the 
Western districts of Canada, higher wages 
seem to be given to good aervloeaDlo domestio 
Borvants in the United Kingdom than in the 
Dominion. Tho High Commissioner refers to 
the natural disappomtmont with which tho 

CANADIAN Ca^BDS BEiOBNB •; 
wore received in England. He'isays tKat tnuoh 
misapprehension anil prevails on this Bttbjcct, 
and this has been aided n"d enopuraged by 
certain critioiains. of an unfavorable nature, 
which have appeared in a portion of tho 
Canadian pro?a. Too much importance, ho 
says, has boon attached in Groat Britain to 
the number of Canadians living in tho United 
' States as the circumstances under which that 
emigration occurred in years gone by, before 
the great Canadian prdlries were made access 
Iblo, and before tho manufacturing induatry of 
tho Dominion reached its present dimensions, 
aro not understood. Tlie niorement from the 
older provinces to tho towns, and to the 
prairies, is also not fully appreciated, and has 
caused unfavorable coininents. Tlio ditrerence 
In tho system of i-nuine:ation in IS'Jl compared 
with the previous decade, has led to tho ex- 
clusion of a largo number of peoplo from the 
returns of last year, who would have been pre- 
viously Included, and chore is tills further 

Solnt, which should not bo overlooked, that 
tie diminution in the size of the average family 
is held to be responsible for a decrease, in ono 
province alone, of over 108,000. Sir Charles 
embodies in his report interesting letters from 
the Tenant Farmer Delegates who visited tho 
Dominion In 18!)0. One of them, Mr. Daniel, 
of Manningtree. strongly urges that tho Gov- 
ernment should take steps to expose tho farm 
pupil system, wliicli is known to have led to 
considerable frauds. ^Ir. Spoir, of Newton 
Farm, Glasgow, mentions that he liaa had hun- 
dreds of applications for information ebiefly 
from BmaU'tarnfers, with, little capital and 
large families, many of these proposed 

OOINQ TO BUITISII COI.UMniA, 
but although he personally prefers that pro- 
vince himself, ho has gonor.iliy advised intend- 
ing emigrants to first spend ono year anj .vhero 
between Winnipeg and tho Rookies, und, if 
thought at, then go west. He says he has done 
this booause the way In which the 014 Country 
man will look on a now country can never bo 
gauged. "A few persona who went out last 
spring, in whom I had no conlldonce, lu.vo got 
on quite up to their exp'ictatlons; while others 
I thought would take kindly to the country 
(Britisli CoUiiiibia particularly) have conio back 
in disgust." This latter intimation will, doubt- 
less, surprise renders of the Colo.nist. If 
there bo any just cause for complaint in ri gard 
to sottlomeiit in British Columbia, it must be 
duo to the la.-;t that the right class of persona 
have not conio out: but it would be well for 
British Columbians to aeo to it that every pre- 
caution is talsen for the proper re eptlou of 
immigrants ariiving in your province. Major 
Stevenson, one of tho Irish dolcgatoa, speaks in 
glowing terms of the settlers who located In 
British Columbia. Sir Charles Tuppor speaks 
very encouragingly of tho increaaing interest 

. which Is being manifested in Great l3ritain in 
Canadian airalra. Largo niapa of tho Domin- 

' ion wote distributed in the leading Bohoola, 
and copies of tho Tenant Karmora ReportH 
wore placed in the hands of every schooliiiaster 
in tho British Isles. Attached to the lUuh 
Commissioner's report arc the reports of the 
Govornniont agents at Liverpool, Glasgow, 
Dublin, Belfast and I'ristol. Tno report of .Mr. 
Dyke, tho Liverpool agent, is cxtroniely valu- 
able. The statiBtics wliich he furnish' b indi- 
cate what a grand in arkot Canada has in the 
Mother Country for her agricultural products. 

TABIFS' nEQUKSTS. 
It will bo well for British Colurnbltmi to nolo 
Garofully the numerous tarlll' reiiuests which 
are being made to the tiovernment this year, 
although it does not iiccossnrily follow that 
many changes will ho mado this sesaion. One 
of tho most imiiortant represontotlona which 
has boon mado to tho .Miidatorof Finance this 
sesaion is that the duty on horses iniDortod 
from the United States and elsewhere Do in- 
creased to ?:)n per head nii tlioao valued up to 

tlOO, and on lioisos worth more than SlUO, a 
uty of ;iO per cent, ad valorem. This particu- 
lar matter has considorablo interest to your 
peoplo. 

THE PBESOOTT KLKOTION. 
People are wondering to-day how it Is that 
tho lilberals manogod to retain Prcscott County 
TThon tho chances of the Conservatives were so 



greatly improved as compared with twelve 
months ago, whon ono Liberal and throe Con- 
servatives appealed to tho electors. The 
answor to the (question Is a brief ono.

I'HOPAOATION OP LOBSTEnS, 

Mr. Corbouldli somewhat diiappointcd that 
tho experiment Is not to be made this year of 
transplanting lobsters,- or lobster . spawn from 
the waters of the Atlantic, to those of the Pa- 
clllo. Mr. Tuppor, however, has given him aS' 
suranco that tno matter will not bo lost sight 
of. Evidently thoro aro good grounds for a 
year's delay. Tho lobaler halchory in Piolou 
county has just been completed, and it remains 
to bo seen to what bxtont tlio operations there 
are succoasful this year. As an outcome of 
those operations, tho auoceeding atop will bo 
the planting of lobster apawn in tho waters of 
British Columbia. Inoidontally, I may remark, 
that the question of tho aolimatizntion of lob- 
sters in British Columbia waters Is dealt with 
la the interim report: of the Fishery « Commis- 
siontjvbioh-ia^iiow in' the /^saesaioa ofivHon. 
Mr. Tuppor. 

EXPKRIMKNTAL FARMS. 
Professor Saunders, Director of Kxporimontal 
Farms, when on the stand hotoro Coniniiti eo on 
Agriculture gave a most lutorcatlng resume of 
tho work of the Experimental Farina during 
tho past year in regard more particularly to 
teats of coronls. Tho not result of the experi- 
ments in barley domonslratod that early seed- 
ingoould not bo too strongly urged. The di- 
rector also communicated to tho committee the 
result of tho tost mado by a leading Kuglish 
browor with 180 buahels of Canadian two-rowed 
barley- The browing o.xporlmenthas bewi most 
favorable and indicate that the qualiti^ ot'the': 
Canadian product aro very favorable for malt- 
ing purposes. Ho pointed out, howovor, that 
senile of the shipments of barley to England last 
year had boon dlsnpiiointiiig and had not yield- 
ed these nrices which it wa^ exp. cted they 
would. Tnis arose (loiii tho fact of tho niixlng 
of difloront varieties and tho lack of care evl- 
denood by Canadian farmers in threshing 
tJio gram. I'rof. Saunders rocommondod 
tho farmers to pay attention to color 
and endeavor to piodueo bright grain. 
Thoro was ovoryreaeon to believe that if our 
farmers exorcised proper cnro in cleaning tho 
barley, and the shippers took due prccautiona. 
good prices could be. obtained. . His coucluaion 
was that where elx-rowod barley could bo 
grown to advantage, thoro tho Iwo-rowcd bar- 
luy could bo grown with equal advantage. He 
by no means advised tho farmers to ceaso 
growing Blx-iowed barley, as from recent com- 
munioationa received by lilm, there were geod 
prospects of Canadian aix-rowed nltinnitcly 
finding a market in England. Ho pointed out 
that In Manitoba and tho Nortliwost. our far- 
mers were under the impression that if tlioy 
Introduced a soft variety of wheat and it 
hardened, it would bo equal to rod Fife. This 
was a mistake, because while the hardening 
Wjould improve the , Wheat, it did not give it 
that glutlnoui chscaotar which made strong 
flwiir. Tho buyers of Ontario had been com- 
plaining lately of having been sold cargoes of 
soft varieties of wlieat under tho guiao of red 
Fife, and he, therefore, warned tho farmers of 
the Northweat that it was inadvisable for them 
to continno a prrctico which was calculated to 
bring the wheat product of Canada into dls- 
ropnte. . . . 

For tho past wook things have bjon quiet in 
tho local markets. Tho fair weather being 
favorable to agricuUnrni operalions, farmers 
have not corao in with thoir produce. Potatoes 
aro tho only stull' they are h iiidling at present, 
and at prices which aro hard to quote. Their 
pita liavo been well lllled, and now that they 
must bo emptied it is at a aacriflce. Roots are, 
in fact, a drug on tho market, and can bo had 
at any price. Apples aro in pretty free supply, 
tho reserve atoclc now making its appearance. 
Tlio fruit is, howovor, "soft, aud does not sell 

Oranges, lemons, grapes, and other imported 
fruits are fairly active at pricea quoted. 

Flour remains unchanged, and is likely 90 to 
continue. Standard prices prevail, 

ICgKS are plentiful at '20 to 25c. per dozen. 
There are no imported on tho market, nor is 
there likely to bo in future, as f.irmers realize 
tho prollt there is in eggs, and aro going iu 
more extensively for chicken ranching. 

Batter in finest rolls is in demand at 50c. to 
75c. California is not making much of a show. 

Meats are as last quoted, butchers appearing 
to have adopted a standard price. They have 
made their arrangements for the next few 
months, and prices aro not likely to bo aireoted, 
despite tho quarantine. 

Fish is somewhat scarce, apd spring salmon 
soils at from ISc. to 20c. per lb., while trout 
fetch a similar prion. i'- ""i' ' 

Garden produce is in (jood supply, but John 
Chinaman exacts his price.
